produced by the hybridoma cell line deposited as ATCC accession number PTA-4299 binds or 
binds to the same epitope to which the 7B6.15.1 1 antibody produced by the hybridoma deposited 
with ATCC as accession number PTA-5000 binds .

53. (New) The antibody of claim 1, wherein the antibody is a humanized antibody 

54. (New) The antibody of claim 1, wherein the antibody is an antibody fragment. 

55. (New) The antibody of claim 1, wherein the TACI receptor comprises amino acids 2 
to 166 ofSEQ ID NO: 3. 

56. (New) The antibody of claim 23 or 31, wherein the antibody is a humanized antibody. 
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
